MIAMI BEACH (U P Ii—The AFL-CIO convention Friday gave 
President George Meany a $20,000 salary boost to $90,000 a year The 
28.5 per cent pay raise was more than five times the 5.5 per cent 
annual limit set bv the pay board. 
We didn't even consider the pay board guideline. 
said 
Communications Workers President Joseph Beirene. head of the 
constitutional amendment committee which proposed the salarv 
increase for the 77-vearold Meany. 
The action, seen as a challenge to the authority of President Nixon's 
pay board, came the day after the labor convention voted to have 
union representatives abstain from voting on the board and for unions 
to ignore its rulings. And it came only hours after Nixon appealed to 
the convention to help make his economic controls work 
Beirne noted, however, that Meany had not had a raise since 1965. 
when his salary was boosted from $50,000 to $70,000 annually. That's 
six years without a raise,' Beirne said. 
The raise put Meany into what was believed to be the third highest 
paying union post in the nation. The highest paid labor official is 
President 
Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons of the two-million-member 
Teamster Union, largest in the nation. His salary was increased by the 
Teamsters convention in July from $100,000 to $125,000 per year. 
Second highest is President Joseph Curran of the National Maritime 
Union, who is paid nearly $100,000 per year. 
The AFL-CIO convention also boosted the salarv ol its secretary - 
treasurer. Land Kirkland, from $45,000 to $60,000 a vear

approved for coal miners 


WASHINGTON (UPI. -With its 
five 
public 
members 
objecting 
sharply, the Pay Board approved a 
first-year pay increase of at least 
15.8 per cent for the nation's coal 
miners Friday as "not unreasonably 
inconsistent' with its anti-inflation 
guidelines. 
It was learned that the 15member 
board also agreed, with its labor 
members solidly opposed, on a 
definition of "severe inequities" 
that would permit an exception to its 
ban on retroactive payment of wage 
boosts denied during the recent 90- 
day freeze. 
A spokesman for labor, which 
insists that all scheduled raises be 
paid 
retroactively, 
called 
the 
board's decision 
a 
"Piecemeal, 
inadequate, divisive approach " 
But the unions hailed the Pay 
Board s approval of the first year of 
a three-year contract signed by the 
soft coal industry and the United 
Mine Workers shortly before the 
freeze expired last Saturday night 
The first-year tab is nearly three 
times higher than the board s post­ 
freeze yardstick of 5.5 per cent for 
average annual wage and benefit 
increases. 
Although the board did not rule on 
the remaining two years ol the 
UMW contract covering about 80,000 
miners,

Boyle said he considered 
the full three-year contract binding 
because 
the 
board s 
present 
statutory authority expires next 
April 30. 
On

retroactive pay, the board voted 9 to 
5, with chairman George H Boldt 
abstaining, to permit a "severe

exemption 
to

retroactivity ban in cases of. 
—Employes who were denied a 
new or improved fringe benefit 
during the freeze, such as an extra 
week ol vacation earned because of 
length of employment. 
—Wage 
increases 
for persons 
earning less than $2 an hour. This 
was a minor gain for organized 
labor. The Cost of Living Council 
had ruled earlier that exemptions 
for low-income workers would apply 
to those earning less than the 
federal minimum wage ol $1.60 an 
hour. 
-—Workers who are covered by a 
tandem or "me too contract, under 
which 
smaller 
bargaining 
units 
generally are allowed to match 
increases won by a larger labor 
union, and white collar workers are 
given wage gains comparable to 
those ol their union counterparts.

Two weeks ago Lompoc* Education Association through the teachers 
Certificated Employe Council asked the school board to join in a 
request for a third party to mediate the differences that separate the 
two sides, 
A letter signed by Brenda French, chairman o! the CEC began: 
"Recent negotiating sessions between the Board s representative and 
the Certificated Employe Council have resulted in impasse, 
particularly over matters concerning the meet and confer process 
itself 
Then the letter went on to appeal for help in seeking a mediator 
from the California State Conciliation Service, "to help solve the 
issues of what we consider bad faith negotiations. " 
A few days later back came a letter from Alice Milligan. 


administrative assistant noting in part: "In order that the Board of 
Trustees can properly consider your request tor mediation, we 
respectfully request that you delineate the specific instances where 
you allege that the “meet and confer process has not been in 
accordance with the requirements of the education code 
That s where the matter rests, although negotiations continue, the 
latest session coming Thursday night. 
Mrs. Milligan said it was a "fine session." A flyer circulated 
yesterday by LEA notes some progress, as representatives of the two 
sides whittle away at the sometimes complex and sometimes 
sensitive issues. 
Mrs. Milligan said yesterday she had not yet received a reply from 
the LEA on the request for a list of points on which the teachers claim 
"bad faith negotiations 
LEA officials could not be reached 
immediately for comment. 
This then is the current scene posed against the backdrop of seven 
months of negotiations. Never before has the school board considered 
such a lengthy list of demands, or a list of demands that covered the 
education scene in such a comprehensive way. 
It is the first time that an outside mediator has ever been sought, 


and hence might indicate the determination on the part of teachers 
Mrs Milligan believes progress has been made over and beyond the 
mere agreement on particular issues She said yesterday that new 
lines of communications had been developed 
At the same time she said many of the points on which there is 
agreement, are points the school board has approved in principle for a 
long time. 
But the thorniest issue ol all has not been dented: LEA continues in 
the belief that master contracts or comprehensive agreements are 
legally possible; while the school board takes the position that they 
are not. Those were the respective positions in April and they remain 
so today. 
Still another unresolved issue is the difference of opinion on the

I have seen a letter from 
one such lady.

exporters, only 12 have been 
given permission to stay. 
Among the twelve is my 
precious Pablo.

wonderful year ahead. The 
revolution in Chile is simply 
fantastic: fascinating girls 
in hot pants.

men inside, just back from 
the beach. 
Mrs. Allende 
continues heading fashion 
shows. And the government 
continues to imprison all the 
ultra-leftists

Black markets flourish. 
There isn t a yard of cloth to

tor 
making 
bedsheets, nor poplin for 
shirts. There is no wool for 
knitting, and only a few 
woolens for dress making. 
There 
is 
a 
shortage of 
thread 
for sewing. 
Shoe 
stores have been required to 
pay 40 per cent more for the 
leather they buy, but are 
required to sell their shoes 
at the old prices. The result 
is scarcity. Even funeral 
coffins are scarce. 
Though the government 
claims 
to 
have cracked 
down on the autonomous 
revolutionists, the Farmers 
Guild recently served notice 
on 
the 
Minister 
of 
the 
Interior that the bandits are 
altogether 
at 
large 
and 
systematically 
plundering 
the 
farms. 
In 
remote 
Codigue, 
they 
have 
blockaded small farms. In 
Nancagua they assassinated 
a foreman who attempted to 
break through their legal 
blockade.

Artistic veins in way 


The process of batik has its roots in the East. This art has 
been traced back as far as 2,000 years, but its true origin is 
still undetermined. It is a complicated and time-consuming 
art that requires skill as well as patience. 


George Sumter of 136 N. L St. has been doing batiks for 
several years. Her interest in art started when she was in 
Junior High School and has covered such media work as 
wood sculpting, oil painting and clay sculpting besides 
batik. 


The process for making a batik is quite involved 
A 
method called the wax resist technique produces the design 
on the m aterial. Georgia uses silk for her designs, though 
cotton or other tightly woven m aterial can be used. 


The first step involves making a preliminary drawing or 
sketch of the design that she wants. She then makes a full- 
sized drawing to lay under the material so that she can 
reproduce it exactly. 


Georgia waxes in the areas that she wants to resist the 
first color of dye. Everything that isn t waxed in will soak 
up the dye arid turn the desired color. The process is 
arduous and must be repeated, waxing in and dying, until 
the finished product is the way she wants it. 
Georgia says that it is practically impossible to correct 
any m istakes that are made. She feels, however, that som e­ 
tim es the errors add to the design and turn out really 
fantastic. 
The first batik that Georgia did was made into a dress. 
She designed and batiked the m aterial, then sewed it 
together. She enjoys sewing and she has som e other ideas in 
the works for different types of clothing. 
Creating batiks could be a full-time job because it takes 
so long to make just one. Georgia says that she would love 


to have the tim e to devote solely to her art work, but she 
has a busy schedule. 


Besides 
her 
work 
in 
batik, 
Georgia 
does 
some 
professional modeling. She has done some work at Brooks 
institute in Santa Barbara as well as som e extra photo­ 
graphic jobs. 


Georgia uses a combination of beeswax and parafin to 
paint onto the silk. A part of batik is called crackling and 
the amount of crackle is dependant on the ratio of the 
beeswax to the parafin. This crackling produces small 
veins of color throughout the material. 


Trees and other natural subjects are Georgia s favorite 
themes for batik. She feels that organic form s lend 
them selves 
best 
to 
this 
process. 
Imperfect 
and 
asymm etrical shapes, like those found in Nature, can be 
easily reporduced through the flow of the brushed on wax. 


After the batik is finished, the wax is ironed out with a 
warm iron. Paper is put over and under the design and the 
iron m elts the wax into the paper which soaks it up. 


A method of removing tne wax that is used by some 
people requires that the material be put in warm water 
melting the wax which then floats to the top of the water. 
This wax can then be reused for waxing out dark colors. 


When the batik is free of the wax, it is washed in mild soap 
to set the dyes. If the artwork is to be a wall-hanging, it is 
throughly dried, stretched, and stapled to a frame. 


Whereas batik used to be m erely a way of making 
patterened material for clothing, it has become an intricate 
art form. Georgia Sumter enjoys this craft and has turned 
out some nice, decorative designs.

Since Nov. 25, a new menu

Anyone who uses point count 
will get there. 
There are 12 top tricks in 
sight and the play for a 13th 
is to score four diamonds. 
This is automatic against 
any 3-2 break or if the jack 
is singleton. It is also possi­ 
ble to guard against running 
up against four diamonds to 
the jack in the West hand by 
the simple expedient of play­ 
ing out the king and queen. 
If West holds four diamonds, 
East will show out on the 
second lead and the finesse 
will be automatic. 
How about four diamonds 
to the jack in the East hand? 
If West’s singleton is the 


eight or nine and you know 
about it in advance you can 
cash dummy’s ace and take 
two finesses against East. 
This is a possible play but

know that West started with 
10 cards in the major suits.
